OAK'WOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL  HAS  DEVELOPED  FROM 
A  SMALL  TWO  BOOM  SCHOOL,  A  COMBINED  GRADE 
AND  HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  1883,  INTO  A  SCHOOL 
CAPABLE'  OF  TAXING  CARE  OF  SOME  THREE  HUN¬ 
DRED  AND  FIFTY  PUPILS.  IT  HAS  A  FACULTY 
OF  THIRTEEN  MEMBERS,  AND  IN  1930  A  FINE  NEW 
GYMNASIUM-AUDITORIUM  WAS  ADDED. 

THE  FIRST  SCHOOL  HAD  ONLY  TWO  TEACHERS 
WHO  DIVIDED  THE  SUBJECTS,  AND  THE  CLASSES, 
BETWEEN  THEMSELVES .  TIME  WORE  ON  AND  PRES¬ 
ENTLY  THERE  WERE  FOUR  TEACHERS.  SO  LARGS 
AN  ENROLLMENT  CALLED  FOR  MORE  ROOK  SO, 
THERE  WERE  TWO  MORE  ROOMS  BUILT  .AND  ANOTHER 
TEACHER  HIRED .  AFTER  A  SHORT  WHILE  A  STILL 
LARGER  SCHOOL  WAS  NEEDED  SO  A  BOND  WAS 
PASSED  TO  BUILD  A  SCHOOL  WHICH  COULD  TAKE 
CARS  OF  THE  NEEDS.  THIS  NEW  SCHOOL  MAKES 
UP  THE  PRESENT  DAY  SCHOOL  AND  NOW  INSTEAD 
OF  ONLY  " HEADIN'  RUIN’  RITHMETIC,"  WE  HAVE 
LITERATURE,  SHORTHAND  AND  TYPING,  GEOMETRY 
AND  PHYSICS. 

THUS  THE  TWO  ROOM  SCHOOL  HAS  DEVELOPED 
INTO  THE  SCHOOL  WE  ALL  KNOW  AND  LOVE,  THE 
SCHOOL  OF  TODAY.

After  several  weeks  of 
being  entertained  and  being  exposed  to  short  bits  of 
school  work  some  find  to  their  joy  they  can  read. 

Now  we  are  ready  to  go  ahead  and  read  book  after 
book  and  find  it  is  fun. 

By  Christmas  time  some  were  able  to  appear 
on  the  program.  A  few  weeks  earlier  several  were 
in  the  grade  Operetta,  Hansel  and  Gretel.  In 
February  a  special  number  was  possible  for  the 
Community  Institute  program.  Halloween,  Thanks¬ 
giving,  Christmas,  Valenting,  Easter  and  a  number 
of  birthdays  meant  parties  which  were  high  spots 
in  the  social  life  of  the  first  grade  pupils. 

Through  the  closing  semester  of  the  first 
year  all  felt  acclimated  and  behaved  like  veterans 
of  the  great  army  of  school  children  looking  forward 
to  the  second  grade  when  each  will  be  one  whole 
year  older. 


SECOND  GRADE 

Many  new  articles  were  brought  into  our  room 
this-  year.  Among  them  were  a  worktable,  twelve 
chairs,  two  sets  of  supplementary  readers,  a  large 
supply  of  modeling  clay,  and  a  gall  bat.  These 
articles  were  very  much  appreciated  by  the  pupils. 
After  being  asked  the  following  question,  MWhich 
of  the  new  things,  brought  into  our  room  this  year, 
do  you  like  best?”  The  pupils  said,  ”We  can*t  tell 
which  v/e  like  best,  we  like  all  of  them. 11 


The  project  which  we  enjoyed  most  was  the 
building  of  a  complete  farmyard  of  modeling  clay. 
This  project  was  started  late  in  the  fall  and 
required  a  great  amount  of  artistic  ability  from  the 
pupils.  Quite  a  number  of  them  proved  to  be  very 
skillful  at  modeling. 

The  children  made  many  booklets  during  the 
year,  but  the  one  in  which  they  showed  most  inter¬ 
est  and  pride  was  a  poem  booklet.  It  was  quite 
difficult  at  first  to  get  the  poems  on  the  pages 
properly,  but  after  a  little  practice,  it  was  no 
task  at  all. 


THIRD  AND  FOUR32H  GRADES 

Last  Fall  we  had  an  Indian  Project.  The 
children  made  wigwams  of  brown  construction  paper. 
They  made  a  lake,  from  blue  paper  and  glass.  On 
this  was  placed  real  birch  bark  canoes.  The  children 
brought  to  school  different  interesting  Indian 
collections.  These  consist  of  arrow  heads,  Indian 
hammer,  papoose,  moccasuns,  jewelry,  pictures  and 
poems . 


FOURTH  AND  FIFTH  GRADES 

Squeak!  Squeak!  My  name  is  Mickey  and  I  live 
in  room  four  of  the  Oakwood  School.  I  have  lots  of 
company  for  forty  boys  and  girls  in  the.  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  go  to  school  there.  Early  every  morn¬ 
ing  when  I  hear  them  come  trooping  in  I  scamper  for 
the  cloak  room  and  snuggle  down  in  my  nest.  Soon 
everything  becomes  quiet  and  then  their  classes  in 
reading,  arithmetic,  history,  english,  and  geography 
begins.  I  listen  very  carefully,  for  I  want  to  hear 
what  they  are  saying  and  doing.  First,  the  feurth 
grade  has  their  reading  class.  What  wonderful 
stories  of  inventions,  discoveries,  and  adventure 
they  have  read.  I  particularly  liked  the  last  unit 
of  work,  for  these  are  a  series  of  stories  telling 
of  the  travels  in  Norway,  Laplan,  England,  Brittnay, 
Spain,  and  Africa  of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Sanders  of 
Friendly  Village,  U.  S.  A. 


The  fifth  grade  has  read  many  interesting 
stories  too.  They  spend  one  period  a  week  reading 
flily  Weekly  Reader,’*  a  newspaper  for  boys  and  girls, 
which  contains  current  news.  Then  I  hear  of  all  the 
wonderful  things  that  are  happening  all  over  the 
world.  Not  only  do  I  like  the  reading  recitations, 
but  also  do  I  enjoy  the  spelling  classes. ~  How  those 
children  work  to  make  10C%.  And  do  y^u  know  why? 

It *s  because  they  have  charts  to  color.  Each  month 
there  is  a  different  one.  Sometimes  there  are 
kites,  and  again  balloons  or  tulips,  ^r  butterflies. 
Each  time  they  have  a  perfect  lesson,  they  may  color 
one  object.  How  disappointed  they  are  if  any  are 
rut  colored  by  the  end  of  the  period.  And  I  like 
the  geography  classes  too,  for  the  boys  and  girls 
have  taken  so  many  delightful  imaginary  trips  to  the 
runes  of  so  many  children  all  over  the  world.  They 
have  traveled  t^  Bimbo's  home  in  the  tropical  forest 
of  Belgian  C^ng^,  to  Handle’s  land  on  frozen  Baffin 
Island,  to  Hirfa’s  home  in  the  hot,  sandy  Arabian 
Desert,  and  many  other  interesting  places.  On  these 
visits  they  have  studied  the  peoples  work,  their  play, 
ana  their  ways  of  living.  What  is  that  I  hear?  It 
is  the  closing  bell,  and  I  have  Just  begun  to  tell 
you  of  the  many  things  that  I  have  seen  and  heard. 

But  I  must  follow  the  children  cut  and  see  that  they 
get  cn  the  busses  safely.  Good-night  they  gayly 
call,  and  v<=ry  softly  I  answer  Good-night l  Squeak.' 


PROJECTS  IN  THE  SIXTH  GRADE 


Pupils  in  the  sixth  grace  did  s^me  interesting 
work  during  the  sch^i  year.  The  following  para¬ 
graphs  tell  about  Some  ^f  the  projects  and  units  of 
work. 

Near  the  first  of  the  school  term  we  made  a 
wall  froze  showing  hov;  the  pioneers  moved  westward 
while  studying  about  them  in  history. 

The  fifth  week  of  school  the  class  began  work¬ 
ing  on  a  class  newspaper  called  the  "Busy  Bee". 

Each  boy  or  girl  had  to  write  one  or  more  items. 

It  contained  sports,  ads,  and  funnies.  We  published 
one  tor  each  teacher  and  one  for  each  pupil  of  the 
sixth  grace  or  nearly  forty  copies. 


In  English  we  had  a  unit  called  "Songs  Around 
the  World,”  There  were  folk  songs,  sea  songs,  sad 
songs  and  lullabies.  We  studied  about  different 
instruments,  and  were  g iven  a pecial  credit  for 
making  an  instrument.  Ray  Thrasher  made  a  violin 
and  Helen  Maddock  a  "Broomilin." 

In  February  the  class  made  a  complete  flag  of 
the  United  States  with  forty-eight  stars  and  thirt¬ 
een  stripes.  It  was  made  of  folded  squares  of  paper. 
Now  it  hangs  at  the  front  of  the  room  serving  a  s  a 
flag  for  the  sixth  grade  r oom. 

In  writing  we  learned  to  print.  We  each 
made  a  scrap  book.  These  scrap  books  were  shaped 
like  workmen’s  shoes.  The  reason  we  made  them  t.hat 
way  was  because  we  wrote  the  poem  "The  Leak  in  the 
Dike,”  in  them. 

At  the  last  of  April  we  were  studying  about 
Mr.  Beebe’s  explorations  of  the  ocean.  Then  we 
decieded  to  make  a  book  which  we  called  "Sea  Life." 

We  wrote  many  different  a rticles  about  the  ocean 
and  the  life  in  its  depths.  When  we  had  the  articles 
written  and  corrected  the  class  voted  on  a  committee 
to  assemble  the  sheets  and  designs,  cover.  Helen 
Maddock  and  Lois  Grimes  were  the  ones  selected  to 
make  the  cover  and  Dean  Noff singer  and  Jack  Williams 
were  to  arrange  the  pages  and  number  them.  At  last 
it  was  finished  and  it  contained  seventy  pages.
